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Why Discharge Experienced Men? 

Tile County Treasurers' Association of Illinois and 
llic Illinois SherifTs' association are both actively cam- 
paigning to amend tliat part of the state constitution 
which limits the tenure of county treasurers and sheriffs 
to one term of office. 

The amendment to be submitted to the voters at the 
November election would give these olTicials the right 
to become candidates to succeed themselves. 

Advocates of the proposed amendment point out 
that the restrictive limitations had their origin in an 
era when conditions were somewliat dilTcrent from those 
of the present time. 

Bonding of public olTicers and impiovod systems of 
auditing public funds and their administration have 
brought about a changed situation, they obscne. 

"We can understand why those provisions were 
placed in our (state) constitution at that time." says 
Victor L. Schlaeger. treasurer of Cook county and presi- 
dent of the Illinois Treasurers' association. 

"We lacked facilities for safeguarding public funds, 
and we also lacked the legal machineir for pursumg. 
capturing and punishing embezzlers. Until 50 years 
ago. an American thief was safe in Canada because wo 
had no extradition treaty." , ,■ • , 

The one-term limitation brings about the dismissal 
of manv capable officers just when they have reached 
their peak of efficiency.

It must be conceded thai the proponenU of the 
amendment have some valid arguments there.

Mix cucumbers, onions (sliced) 
and salt. Let stand 5 hours. Drain. 
Boil vinegar, water, salt, sugar and 
seasonings ,3 minutes. Add cucum- 
bers and onions and simmer 10 to 20 
minutes. Do not boil. Pack into 
hot, sterile jars and seal at once. 
Dill Pickles. 

35 to 40 fresh cucumbers 

2 tablespoons mixed spices 

K> pound dill 

2 cups salt 

Z gallons water 

2 cups vinegar 
Wash and dry cucumbers. Put a 
layer of dill and \^i of the spices in 
a stone jar. Add 
the cucumbers. 
Put the remain- 
ing spices and 
dill on top of the 
cucumbers. Boil 
salt, water and 
vinegar 2 min- 
utes. Cool to room 
temperature and pour over cucum- 
bers. Cover with a plate weighted 
down to hold the cucumbers in the 
brine. Keep at an even tempera- 
ture (80 to 85 degrees). Remove 
skum each day. The pickles are 
ready for canning when they are 
crisp, uniform in color and well- 
flavored with dill. This usually re- 
quires 2 to 4 weeks. Pack the 
cured pickles Into hot jars, cover 
with hot brine and seal at once. If 
the pickles are to be stored a long 
time, process them in water bath 
for 15 minutes at a simmering tem- 
perature.

Peach Pickles. 
1 gallon peaches 
7 cups sugar 
1 piece ginger root 
Z sticks cinnamon 
1 tablespoon whole allspice 

1 teaspoon whole eloves 

2 cups water 

3 cups vinegar 

Clingstone peaches are best for 
pickling, although freestones may be 
used. Pare hard-ripe fruit. Leavt 
whole. Boil 3 cups sugar, the spices 
(tied in a bag) and vinegar for 3 
minutes. Add 10 to 12 peaches at 
■ time. Simmer until they are ten- 
der. Let stand in syrup 12 to 24 
hours. Pack peaches Into hot Jars. 
Add remainhig sugar to syrup and 
cottk to desired thickness. Pour 
over peaches. Process S minutes hi 
hot water bath.

SAN DIEGO, •CALIF.-The 11th 
naval district revealed a story of 
heroism .at sea wliich culminated in 
the dramatic rescue of a marine 
corps flier from heavy waves by the 
crew of a navy blimp hovering over- 
head.

Claimants Agree to Waive 
Right to Appeal. 



LOS ANGELES.— Six ycnrs of liti- 
gation over the $4,000,000 estate of 
the late Michael Francis O'Dea be- 
came a closed Incident with the an- 
nouncement of attorneys here that 
unsuccessful claimants had agreed 
to waive their rlcht to appeal. 

Counsel for winning litigants said 
the losers will bo reimbursed for the 
share they paid for transcripts of 
the case, one of the longest Amer- 
ican trials on record, with five 
judges successively presiding. 

Originally 485 persons made 
claims as heirs. All but 40 had been 
eliminated when the jury last March 
awarded the estate to three first 
cousins in Ireland. 

Claimants ruled out by the jury 
included Lucy Fay Bales, one-time 
Wienerwurst packer who claimed lo 
be a daughter of O'Dea by his as- 
serted marriage to a dancer. Mary 
Crane. 

Another claimant was Mrs. Pansy 
Dunham. 63. of Toronto. Onl., Can- 
ada. A will givinq her half 
O'Dea's estate was filed in court in 
Los Angeles. Attorneys iiave this 
account of the will: At the nae of 
20. Mrs. Dunham, then Miss Pansy 
BevL-ns, met O'Dea while he was on 
a business trip to Grand Rapids. 
Mich. 

She rejected a proposal of m.ar- 
riaco. but ho wrote a will leaving 
her hall of his property. Tliree years 
later .she married and witJi her hus- 
band moved to Toronto. When Mrs. 
Duniiam saw an account of the 
death of'O'Dea and the search for 
heirs, she got out the will. 

TI:<; three cousins awarded the es- 
tate are Mrs. Mary Lynch McCar- 
thy, 80, of Limerick, Mrs. Bridget 
Lynch Wuulfe. (",2. of O'Brien's 
Bride.
